As will ba seen, on reference to the minutes 
of the meeting of the Sanitary Board held 
on 11th ult. the question of over-crowding 
ia the city of Victoria has lately been 
engaying the attention of the Board. 
recommendation has been addressed by the 
Board to the Government that coolie lodg- 
ing-bouses should be registered, licensed, 
and regulated, or if the law as it now atands 
will vot permit of this being done, that a 
short Ordinance giving the necessary powers 
should be passed pending the enactment of 
the new Public Health Bill. This question 
of over-crowding ia a very Inrge and import- 
ant one, and requires serious consideration. 
There is no doubt that overcrowding does 
, oxiet, chiefly in the caolie ledging-houses, 
where’ the inmates are packed as closely ae 
possible, but when seeking a remedy fur thie 
state of thinge it maybe as well to consider
